Request is to vary from setback requirements to construct a one-car garage and workshop that would 
have setbacks of approximately 1 foot and 7.5 feet from the right of way along Juniper Drive (a 
private roadway) and encroach to within 10 feet of a non-blue line stream/surface water. The 
property is located at 667 Juniper Drive at Crowley Lake (APN 060-170-023) and has a land use 
designation of Single-Family Residential (SFR). Under the California Environmental Quality Act, an 
exemption under sections 15303(e) and 15305(a) is proposed. Staff: Gerry Le Francois
